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A Brief Note on Circumstance and Proper Measure 


N the late stages of the last—or rather, the most recent— 

war, American troops were rocked back on their heels 
in a vicious German offensive which the home public had 
not anticipated. 


The country was tense with anxiety. The Government 
in Washington had let the people understand that every- 
thing was under control, that the Allied armies were closing 
in for the kill, that on the home front we could relax a 
litle. The great factories had begun to taper off on pro- 
duction and workers were being encouraged to begin finding 
their way back to peacetime jobs. 

Now that the headlines were screaming the distressing 
news from the Battle of the Bulge, hearts were sickened. 
The Government had to do something. So what did it do? 
It requested the race tracks to discontinue racing. ‘The 
tracks ceased operation at once, of course. 


The net gain of this magnificent gesture, as duly re- 
ported by the Government, was the release for other uses 
of 19,000 miles of leased wires which had been used to carry 
information to handbooks. These wires represented about 
one-fiftieth of one per cent of the country’s inter-city com- 
munication wires. ‘They were leased to agencies run by 
criminals and serving an illegal purpose. Further, if it had 
been worth the trouble, they could have been comman- 
deered without closing a single race course in America. 

But it was a masterful item of public relations. It im- 
pressed people that the Government was on the job. 

It also impressed people with the idea that racing was 
completely dispensable. You could blot it out, just like that, 
even when there was no need to blot out anything else. 

These are memories in which there is no need for bit- 
terness of any sort. They are recalled here only as Exhibit 
Ain an object lesson in public relations. 

Exhibit B has just now been provided by the Govern- 
ment, which has now turned again to government by re- 
quest. In response to its appeal the distilleries of the country 
have agreed to cease manufactures involving the use of 
grain, which is terribly needed for shipment to Europe. 

Thus we have another industry which, like racing, is 
considered to be completely dispensable, and which, like rac- 
ing, is willing to go all the way in an emergency, regardless 
of the unemployment and other problems created. 


Now, unless we miss our guess, there are 14 magazine 
desk men and writers who are counting up how much grain 
race horses eat. 

We make no presumption that the Government will re- 
quest the destruction of all race horses. But it is no pre- 
sumption that the disposition of the American press toward 
racing is gradually becoming more hostile. Not because 
racing is bad, but simply because it seems out of proportion. 
In the midst of difficulties, it prospers. 


Racing has no public relations program, except as pro- 
vided by its separate institutions, each of which presents its 
own case or leaves it unpresented. The makers of alcoholic 
beverages have a well organized public relations program 
from which racing might learn. 

The motto of this program is moderation. A few days 
ago a release from the “Public Group Relations Division, 
Licensed Beverage Industries, Inc.,”” came to our desk. It 
was a scholarly disquisition, beginning, “Plutarch, to whose 
chronicles we look for the story of the men of Ancient 
Greece, once said: ‘It is circumstance and proper measure 
that give an action its character and make it either good or 
bad.’ ” 

Circumstance and proper measure, the man said. Cir- 
cumstance and proper measure. . . . Not many editors will 
assign space to this excellent little essay. But many a one 
will read the first paragraph, and before it goes into the 
waste basket he will have a fine old platitude running 
through his mind: Circumstance and proper measure. And 
he will associate it with the alcohol industry. 


Now, if you think this is just something we thought up 
in a moment, run through the files of, say, Life. Or just 
remember the articles on racing, critical without sophistica- 
tion, untruthful, written in cold rage. And the ones on 
alcohol, exploding the myths trumped up by people who 
think alcohol is all bad, detailing its effects upon the body 
and mind, setting forth its actually beneficial influences. 

We do not believe Life simply has a grudge against rac- 
ing, though we have heard this explanation. There is no 
reason to suppose that it has fallen prey, as they say, to the 
blandishments of liquor’s press agents. It has simply reacted 
according to an old formula, appraising according to cir- 
cumstance and proper measure.

Two Great Duels Mark Week 
Of Racing at Belmont Park 


New YorK 

Belmont Park didn’t spend its second 
$100,000 for a weak contest. It did get 
virtually another two-horse race, for when 
Eddie Arcaro on *Rico Monte and Johnny 
Adams on *Talon decided it was time to 
settle things, they went away from the 
others like Russians leaving a conference. 
It was a royal fight for the last quarter- 
mile. *Talon headed his fellow-Argen- 
tinian once and apparently was ready to 
do it again when the finish line made it 
useless. 

The two horses bumped each other a 
time or two above the furlong-pole. Funny 
thing about it was that they could have 
fought like Kilkenny cats and nothing 
would have happened. Neither boy could 
claim foul because the horses formed an 
entry, and if one number came down the 
other had to. The bumping didn’t amount 
to much, and I doubt if one horse suffered 
more than the other. 

*Rico Monte likes the rail, and there 
was a legend that he couldn’t be hauled 
off it to pass another horse. Well, it was 
just a legend. He came around Calvados 
very readily, and he came wide into the 
stretch, not from choice, because he didn’t 
have any. Arcaro brought him out to 
have a closer look at *Talon, which was 
coming up outside. 


THE PROMISING DIVISION. Adams 
had got another second, on Escadru in 
the Champagne Stakes. This is one of 
those big, rugged, heavily made *Chal- 
lenger 2nd colts, that may be better next 
year. He went to the front with a surge 
a furlong out, and I thought he was going 
to walk in. Then he weakened and Vul- 
can’s Forge, a tall but not particularly 
fetching *Mahmoud colt, beat him de- 
cisively, having held the lead all the way 
except when Escadru displaced him. 

Gangway, which was the post favorite, 
is another big one, tall, short-backed, and 
muscular. He ran a piece and stopped, 
coming home sixth. “He might be a good 
one,” Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons said, “but 
he’s got a lot of developing to do, par- 
ticularly across the back. But he’s the 
same type as Gallant Fox.” 

One of Saturday’s winners, Glen Riddle 
Farm’s Ellendale, may be through. She 
and her entry mate, Merry Lass,, which 
ran fourth, go down to Faraway Farm this 
fall and will be bred next spring. If 
Charley Gribbin can find a spot at Jamaica 
they may race once more. - 
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NIP AND TUCK AND WHAM. Armed’s 
concluding appearance of the New York 
season, with With Pleasure and *Ensueno 
in supporting roles, provided a tingling 
race. Nobody has seen more evenly 
matched speed, into the last furlong, since 
Clang and Myrtlewood met at Coney 
Island on Columbus Day in 1935. 

Armed got away a head in front. With 
Pleasure got his head in front. This 
was repeated. It was repeated again. 
Leaving the quarter-pole With Pleasure 
had his longest lead, a neck, and it was 
not until the furlong-pole that Armed 
could get it back. After that things came 
easier. The Bull Lea gelding began to come 
away and he won decisively. It was a 
stirring race, with the best horse winning. 

Calumet made almost as much of a romp 
of the Belmont meeting as it did of the 
Chicago ones. With only three horses on 
the grounds before the ban against ship- 
ping in went into effect, it got four firsts, 
a second, a third, and $211,630. A dis- 
qualification caused loss of the Matron 
and $35,060, and this was the only starter 
officially out of the money. Of course the 
stable won something over a half-million 
in Chicago, but it took a bit more than 
sixty days. The affaire Belmont took just 
16 racing days. 

There was a very narrow escape. Ben 
Jones with four more horses was headed 
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this way when the shipping ban went in, 
Jimmy had to phone New Jersey police 
to head him off and turn him around. [f 
the stable had got four more horses up, 
Calumet would have got it all. 


BLUE BORDER. Not the best, but the 
most improved 3-year-old hereabouts jg 
Greentree Stable’s Blue Border. You will 
remember that he won the Hopeful las 
year, towing Cosmic Bomb with his saddle 
cloth and pressing on him with his 
shoulder. He was the bright particular 
star of the Bradley 2-year-olds, and Green. 
tree got him in the draw, when the Bradley 
estate was split up. 

He did a great deal last spring. but it 
was all wrong. He usually ran quite well 
down the back stretch, but there’s no win. 
ning post over there. He did win the 
Shevlin Stakes, but there was little in jt, 
and he almost tossed it off fifty yards out, 
by turning his head and looking into the 
stands. At odds-on, too. The guess here 
was that the noise of the crowds scared 
him, but anyway he wouldn’t run right in 
the stretch. 

Near midsummer he was gelded, and 
returned to racing here. In the Jerome 
Handicap he could not keep up, but in his 
second start at Belmont, though his former 
stablemate, Wide Wing, beat him, he raced 
straight and true and seemed to run will- 
ingly. 

Last Friday he was beaten a third time, 
but he had whipped three horses and then 
succumbed to a fresh one. He gave 
Flashco seven pounds, and a free run at 
tired horses. Atkinson never laid a whip 
on him, and Blue Border gave everything 
he had nevertheless. Defeated or not, it 
was the best race he’s run this year.

$40,000 WRITE-OFF 


During the 19-day emergency meeting 
held at Rockingham Park from September 
13-October 4, the track lost about $40,000, 
according to Lou Smith, general manager. 
“We'll write it off as an investment in good 
will,” Smith said. “We figured we’d lose 
as much as $150,000.” 

The meting was held for the accommoda- 
tion of horsemen stranded at the track as 
a result of the swamp fever quarantine. 


SAGGY OUT OF TRAINING 


The 2-year-old colt Saggy, which set a 
world record of :5144 for 414 furlongs 
at Havre de Grace last spring, has been 
taken out of training because of knee 
trouble. Trainer L. E. Ogle said ihe wlt 
would race in Florida next year if he re 
covers satisfactorily, and would be pointed 
for the Kentucky Derby. He is owned by 
Mrs. Helen Sagner, of Baltimore. 
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California’s World 
Records In 194.7 


During the racing of 1944, 1945, and 
1946, an even dozen world records were 
equaled or established at U. S. race tracks. 
California, which counts the spectacular in 
any endeavor as among its rightful assets. 
could claim only five of them. 

But careful attention to the niceties of 
track construction has wiped out this 
deficit: of eleven world records equaled or 
established this year, California has ten 
of them. 

The suspicion was engendered that 
Golden Gate Fields had something of a 
super-strip when Prevaricator, a moderate 
performer in Class B and Class C races, 
equaled the world record of 1:41%5 for 
1;; miles on September 27. Anticipating 
that even faster times might be made 
before the meeting ended, the track man- 
agement had the track surveyed; engi- 
neers reported that it measured exactly 
5,280 feet, three feet out from the inner 
rail. 

Thus prepared, the management sat back 
to see what would happen next. Develop- 
ments eight days later, on October 4, ex- 
ceeded even California’s high ceiling on 
the flamboyant: C. S. Howard’s *Fair 
Truckle, which had gone under (with good 
excuse) to the Quarter Horse Barbra B. 
by more than two lengths at a quarter- 
mile, hit the ground running in the six- 
furlong Pleasanton Handicap and won in 
1:0825. This was four-fifths faster than 
the mark of 1:0914 shared by Clang, 
*Mafosta, and Polynesian. 

In the next race, a 1,’;-mile allowance 
event, Quarterback Johnny Longden, on 
Count Speed, called the same play, traveled 
the distance in 1:41, three-fifths faster 
than the record shared by Prevaricator, 
See-Tee-See, Artillery, and Snow Boots. 

*Fair Truckle is a 4-year-old brown colt 
by Fair Trial—Truckle, by Truculent, 
imported from England last winter by Mr. 
Howard. He is trained by Hurst Philpot 
and was ridden by Jockey Jim Nichols. 

Count Speed, a brother to the noted 
Count Fleet, is a 4-year-old bay colt by 
Reigh Count—Quickly, by Haste. Mrs. 
John D. Hertz is his breeder and owner, 
T. D. (Pinky) Grimes is his trainer. 

A half-dozen or more experienced timers 
caught both races, agreed with the official 
clockers. 

At its original opening in 1941, torren- 
tial rains turned the Golden Gate track 
into a quagmire, caused cancellation of 
the meeting. The new management has 
built a new strip, at a level 30 inches 
higher than the old one. Drain tile has 
been laid under the surface to facilitate 
quick drying. On a 12-inch base of 
crushed granite, ten inches of loam and 
sand have been placed.

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STAKES AND HORSES 


South America Took It Away; 
Stymie Didn't Choose to Run 


When the records of South American 
horses were studied to learn their chances 
for success on North American tracks, it 
seemed that their forte would be at the 
longer distances. The conclusion has been 
borne out by the happenings of this sea- 
son. *Miss Grillo, *Rico Monte, and 
*Talon, the more prominent among the 
importations, have been quite successful 
in races at more than a mile. Between 
them, *Rico Monte and *Talon accounted 
for four stakes at Saratoga, at distances 
from 114 miles to 124 miles. 

On the last day of the meeting, Sara- 
toga patrons got a scalp massage when 
*Talon and *Hachazo, both trained by 
Horatio Luro, fought down the stretch in 
the 114-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
Handicap, reached the wire only whiskers 
apart. *Talon got the decision, Trainer 
Luro got his seventh stakes win of the 
meeting. He had won two of them with 
*Rico Monte, another with *Punjante, 
another with *Miss Grillo. 

Belmont Park’s New York Handicap at 
214 miles, $100,000 added, appeared to 
be another excellent opportunity for Luro’s 
entry of *Talon and *Rico Monte, but 
they could expect serious opposition from 
Stymie, a tough horse to beat when the 
distance stretches out and the purse hangs 
fat. 


They could expect to get a run for the 
money also from Ted Atkinson, riding Cal- 
vados. He had almost won the Empire 
Gold Cup with Natchez, which hadn’t been 
given much chance in the race. And they 
could expect a hard battle with Phalanx, 
which had beaten *Talon and Stymie in 
the two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. 

Atkinson, figuring that his best chance 
lay in making Calvados the horse to catch, 
opened up a ten-length lead, took a steady- 
ing hold, hoped for the best. Arcaro, on 
*Rico Monte, and Johnny Adams, on 
*Talon, coasted along in second and third 
places, watched each other, kept an ear 
bent for the sound that would tell them 
that Stymie was moving up from fifth and 
Phalanx from behind him. 

At the mile and a half, Calvados’ lead 
had been worn down to two lengths, *Rico 
Monte and *Talon still were second and 
third, Phalanx had advanced to fourth, 
Stymie was as close as he ordinarily needed 
to be. 


When the horses reached the top of the 
stretch for the second time, Arcaro pulled 
*Rico Monte out from the rail, sent him 
skimming past Calvados. Adams _ had 
*Talon at his throatlatch, then in front 
by a narrow margin. Through the last 
eighth of a mile the stablemates bumped 
and blazed, hitting the wire so evenly that 
it took a photograph to separate them. 


In the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Adams 
had won in a similar finish, and he believed 
that *Talon was winner of the Belmont 
Park race. Arearo, not too sure that 
Adams hadn’t won, offered to split the fee 
with him while they were waiting for the 
finish photo. Adams agreed and thereby 
picked up about $3,600, for the picture 
showed Arcaro’s mount to be the winner, 

Phalanx was third, five lengths behind 
the Argentine pair and seven lengths 
ahead of Stymie, which earlier in the week 
had refused to raise a gallop during work. 
out hours. But fourth money amounted to 
$5,000, and he now is less than $2,000 
behind Armed, the leading money winner, 

*Rico Monte earned $73,700 by the vie. 
tory. *Talon’s $20,000 in second money 
brought his U. S. winnings to $101,525, 

It was the first time in a long while that 
Stymie (125) had carried less than 126 
pounds. *Rico Monte was in with 126, 
*Talon with 122, the 3-year-old Phalanx 
with 116. The time was 3:4825, one and 
two-fifths slower than Fenelon’s track ree- 
ord for the distance, set in 1941 under 119 
pounds, 


Four out of Seven 


The Sysonby Mile, under non-stakes 
conditions, was added to the Belmont Park 
program last fall as an opportunity for 
George D. Widener’s Lucky Draw and 
Calumet Farm’s Armed. Lucky Draw had 
beaten Armed in the 1 ;3;-mile Narragan- 
sett Special, with a seven-pound weight 
concession, and the Sysonby was to bring 
them together again. But Armed, in 
Trainer Ben Jones’ opinion, wasn’t quite 
right, and the meeting didn’t come off. 
Lucky Draw, however, started in the Sy- 
sonby against Gallorette, War Date, and 
Kay Gibson, won in 1:3535 over a sloppy 
track. 


Though better at longer distances, Stymie came through with his usual brilliant stretch drive in the 1;);-mile Aqueduct Handi- 
cap, beat Gallorette a half-length. Elpis was third, Bridal Flower fourth. (New York Racing Associations photo.) 
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This year the Sysonby was made a 
stakes. and again it had the aspects of 
what in wrestling circles would be called 
a “grudge match.” Armed was there, 
at his keenest, and so was With Pleasure, 
the Mid-west giant killer which on three 
eecasions last summer, at distances of a 
mile or less, had beaten the Calumet geld- 
ing. 

In the Sysonby they were meeting again 
at a mile, but this time With Pleasure was 
carrying 126 pounds, the same as Armed. 
In their other meetings Armed had given 
hin from four to 18 pounds, had never 
carried less than 130. 

Douglas Dodson, Armed’s usual rider, 
was under suspension, and Al Snider sub- 
stituted. Jack Westrope, who had ridden 
With Pleasure in his most recent starts, 
knew that it took speed to beat the geld- 
ing, and he used as much of it as he had 
for as long as it lasted. 

As they passed the first furlong-pole, 
With Pleasure had his nose in front. Armed 
had a similar lead after a quarter in :2374. 
At the next two poles it was With Pleasure 
by a head. The half was run in :4615 
(second quarter in :2244) and six furlongs 
in 1:1044 (third quarter in :2434). In 
between they see-sawed, the lead changing 
four times in the first six furlongs. 

At the top of the stretch Westrope asked 
With Pleasure for the rest of it, but it 
didn’t match what Snider got from Armed. 
Two cuts with the whip put Armed a little 
bit more on his toes, and he went past his 
rival to win by 114 lengths in 1:36. Some 
observers called it was 114 lengths, and 
reported that Armed was under a hold at 
the finish Armed had gained his fourth vic- 
tory in seven meetings with the Brolite 
Farm colt, and his first at a mile. When he 
stepped into the winner’s circle to receive 
the accolade, he also took over posession 
of the crown worn by the world’s leading 
money winner. The $18,600 he won 
brought his earnings to $761,500, and took 
him ahead of Stymie. The latter picked 
up $5,000 as fourth money in the New 
York Handicap two days later, but still 
remained $1,790 behind Armed. 

In the Sysonby, the South American 
*Ensueno was third, 15 lengths behind 
With Pleasure. He was the only other 


starter from the original list of 38 nomi- 
nees. 


Successor To Noted Mares 


Since its founding in 1868 the Ladies 
Handicap has been one of the traditional 
fixtures of New York racing. Its dist- 
ance has been changed from time to time 
and its location has been shifted from 
Jerome Park to Morris Park to Belmont 
Park, but its importance to owners and 
breeders has not altered. 


Among its winners were Fides (dam of 
fve stakes winners), Sultana (dam of 
Salvation) , Duchess (dam of Clifford), 
Yorkville Belle (dam of Dobbins) Yankee 
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Girl, Stamina, Milkmaid, Black Maria, 
Lace, Snowflake, Top Flight, Vicaress, 
Salaminia (dam of Athenia, the 1946 
Ladies winner), Vagrancy (dam of the 
Gimcrack Stakes winner Black Tarquin), 
and numerous others of importance in rac- 
ing and _ breeding. 

One of its early winners (1883) was 
Miss Woodford, first American horse to 
win $100,000. It took her five years to 
earn this amount; her share of the Ladies 
purse was $3,040. This year the 3-year- 
old filly Snow Goose has earned almost as 
much in four races as Miss Woodford in 
a lifetime. 

Snow Goose had picked up $41,500 in a 
division of Aqueduct’s 114-mile Beldame 
Handicap, in which she was a surprise 
winner over Gallorette. one of the best 
mares. Next time out, in the 15¢-mile 
Lawrence Realization, she ran a creditable 
third to Cosmic Bomb (to which she gave 
four pounds by the scale) and Phalanx. 

In the mile-and-a-half Ladies she was 
running against extremely high-class op- 
position, and at post time was third choice 


at slightly better than 4 to 1. Her adver- 
saries included Gallorette again; But Why 
Not. which had beaten colts, fillies, older 
mares, and other assorted challengers dur- 
ing a brilliant season; Elpis, which had 
six stakes to her credit this year; the able 
and tireless *Miss Grillo; the fast and 
consistent Cosmic Missile; the C.C.A. Oaks 
winner Harmonica; enough others to round 


out a field of 12. 


It was evident soon after the start that 
if the late speed in the race matched the 
early speed, a new time record for the 
event would be set at the 144-mile dis- 
tance. Harmonica and But Why Not made 
a sprint out of it for a mile, But Why 
Not taking the lead after eight furlongs 
in 1:38. Harmonica still was within a 
length of her at that point, Blue Proof 


was lying third, Gallorette was a steady 
fourth. *Miss Grillo was taking it easy 
in tenth position, some nine lengths back, 
and Snow Goose was eleventh. a head 
back of the South American mare. 


Going around the last turn Ted Atkin- 
son sent Snow Goose up on the outside. 
*Miss Grillo also moved forward, but on 
the inside. When the two were set down 
for the stretch drive, it was the 3-year-old 
filly which had the most left. She went 
past Gallorette, Harmonica, But Why Not. 
swept on to the wire with a five-length 
margin over But Why Not, in 2:2934, fast- 
est time since the distance was set at 1144 
miles in 1940. Gallorette held on gamely, © 
took third by a head over Elpis. Har- 
monica, spent by her early effort, was 
fifth, and *Miss Grillo was sixth. 

Snow Goose (113) received weight from 
But Why Not (121), Gallorette (123), 
*Miss Grillo (126), Cosmic Missile (115). 
The winner’s share, $42,600, brought her 
earnings to $97,050 for the year. 

It was the ninth successive year in 
which a 3-year-old had triumphed. 


Two Pounds and Five Lengths 


When J. B. Campbell, handicapper for 
the New York race tracks, appraised the 
2-year-olds of 1946 for the Experimental 
Handicap, he put Cosmic Bomb and 
Double Jay (and the filly First Flight) in 
the first division, with 126 pounds. Double 
Jay did not train to expectation early this 
year and it was not until July, following a 
layoff, that he began to show expected 
form. Cosmic Bomb remained sound and 
serviceable, raced during the summer at 
Arlington and Washington Parks, where 
he either beat the good 3-year-olds (as in 
the Drexel Handicap) or made them live 
hard. 

This fall both the colts have neared the 
level of attainment that had been antici- 
pated. Cosmic Bomb and Double Jay 
finished noses apart in the Discovery 
Handicap, beating Phalanx, with the aid 
of weight concessions. In the Lawrence 
Realization, Cosmic Bomb, still getting 
weight, beat Phalanx again, and Snow 
Goose and Donor. Double Jay gave Fer- 
vent a sound licking in the Jersey Handi- 
cap. 

In the mile-and-a-furlong Discovery, 
Cosmic Bomb had given Double Jay 11 
pounds; the Trenton brought them to- 
gether with only a two-pound difference— 
Cosmic Bomb at 120, Double Jay at 118. 
The public viewed it as a two-horse race, 
though Earshot, of the Cosmic Bomb 
stable, and Bridal Flower were there to 
see that no mistakes were made. 


Cosmic Bomb hurried out of the gate in 
:2325, :47. Earshot came over on Double 
Jay at the start, delayed him a little, but 
he quickly passed Gorget, which was hang- 
ing on to Cosmic Bomb. The six furlongs 
was run in 1:1044, the mile in 1:36. At

this point it was Johnny Gilbert’s cue to 
move up with Double Jay, but Cosmic 
Bomb was fresh as a bubble and drew out 
to win by five lengths in 1:4825. This was 
three-fifths faster than Bon Jour’s track 
record, made in 1944 under 101 pounds. 
Double Jay was second, eight lengths 
before Earshot. which beat Bridal Flower 
by half a length.

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Helis and Mori 
Buy Tanforan 


Eastern racing promoters for some years 
have been watching with more than casual 
interest the expansion of racing in Cali- 
fornia. Last week it was announced that 
Tanforan, the State’s oldest track, had 
been sold to William G. Helis. who has 
a home in New Orleans, a breeding farm 
in New Jersey. and a race track in Mas- 
sachusetts, and Eugene Mori. builder and 
president of Garden State Park at Cam- 
den, N. J. 

Thomas Dahlquist, San Francisco at- 
torney who made the announcement, said 
the stock transferred was valued at $2,- 
187,500. The major stockholders, he said, 
were Joseph Reinfeld, of New York, and 
Harry Robinson, one of the owners of 
the Yellow Cab Company, Philadelphia. 
When the track was sold last year by John 
W. Marchbank, its owner since 1929, Guy 
M. Standifer, San Francisco business man, 
was made president of the purchasing 
group. 

The San Francisco Chronicle said “the 
price was a reported $2,500,000 plus any 
unpaid obligations of the Tanforan Com- 
pany,” and that Joseph Baldi, of the Yel- 


low Cab Company in San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, was a member of the pur- 
chasing syndicate. The unpaid obliga- 
tions are reported unofficially as more than 
a million dollars. 

Walter H. Donovan, executive vice presi- 
dent of Garden State Park, as managing 
director of the course, will supervise the 
new phase of its adventurous career. 

Reputedly conceived by Dan (White 
Hat) McCarty, Tanforan was promoted 
chiefly by the social set of what was then 
the West Coast’s greatest city, among its 
sponsors being Prince Andre Poniatowski, 
who had married one of the Sperrys, a sis- 
ter to the wife of W. H. Croker. It was 
planned on a larger scale than any course 
previously built in the West. The princi- 
pal professional know-how was that of Ed 
Corrigan. 

The inaugural meeting of 78 days began 
November 4, 1899. But despite its am- 
bitious blueprint, Tanforan was in the 
wrong place at the wrong time. After a 
brief triumph it declined, along with the 
rest of California racing, until the sport 
was excluded from the State. 

In 1922 A. B. Spreckels and associates 
bought the old course and rebuilt it, and 
late the following year opened a so-called 
betless meeting, but this attempt to break 
through California’s anti-racing law was 
ineffective. Half a dozen years later John 
W. Marchbank formed organization

Jeep Purchased 
By A. A. Baldwin 


Purchase of the 5-year-old bay horse 
Jeep (*Mahmoud—tTraffic, by Broom- 
stick) from C. V. Whitney was announced 
this week by A. A. Baldwin, owner of 
Dundridge Farm, White Post, Va. Jeep 
has been a member of the Whitney stable 
at Belmont Park and will be shipped to 
Mr. Baldwin’s farm, where he will enter 
the stud next spring. 

Mr. Baldwin, who retired from the 
brokerage business to settle in Virginia’s 
breeding and hunting country, has been 
breeding Thoroughbreds for the last 15 
years or so and has been a regular con- 
signor to the summer yearling sales. 

At two, Jeep won the Youthful Stakes, - 
was second in the National Stallion Stakes 
and third in the Juvenile Stakes and the 
Saratoga Special. At three he beat Greek 
Warrior and Polynesian in the Experi- 
mental Handicap, Gallorette and Dock- 
stader in the first division of the Wood 
Memorial, and Sun Herod and Wildlife in 
the Peter Pan Handicap. In the Belmont 
Stakes he was third to Pavot and Wild- 
life. 

He is a brother to the stakes winner 
Mush Mush, and a half brother to the 
stakes winners The Bull, Roustabout, and 
Traffic Court. His dam, Traffic, is a sister 
to the stakes winner and sire Transmute. 


called the Pacific Coast Breeders Asso- 
ciation which made a second attempt. 

Using an “option plan” devised by Judge 
Joseph A. Murphy. the track opened in 
April, 1930. The plan, a plain run-around 
of the law against pari-mutuel wagering, 
passed the test, and in the following year 
Tanforan played to what was called the 
largest crowd ever attend a day’s racing 
“west of Chicago.” 


From this success. under the manage- 
ment of William P. Kyne, came a princi- 
pal part of the stimulus for the law which 
two years later reinstated California as 
one of the principal racing centers in the 
country. But Tanforan, though rebuilt 
again in 1934, by now was one of the less 
important tracks. 

During the war Tanforan was taken over 
by the Government. Late in 1945 it was 
sold by Mr. Marchbank, and the construc- 
tion work done to restore it to racing con- 
dition landed its president and two others 
in jail. Its first meeting since 1941 was 
held this year. 

Viewing the record of Eugene Mori and 
Walter Donovan at Garden State Park, 
racing men hazarded the guess that Tan- 
foran’s best days were just ahead.

A.J.C. DERBY. Seventy thousand per- 
sons who bet £216,000 on the totalisators 
rolled up at Randwick (Sydney) on Oc- 
tober 4 for the running of the A.J.C. 
(Australian Jockey Club) Derby, which 
went to a fast-running stayer named Vali- 
ant Crown, by Valiant Chief, son of 
Heroic. Valiant Crown led all the way to 
win by three lengths from Conductor (by 
Marconigram, sire of *Reading 2nd) and 
Sovereign (by Golden Sovereign). 

Several weeks ago Valiant Crown was 
one of the favorites for the A.J.C. Derby 
but he gave the impression he could not 
stay, with the result he eased to 15 to 1 
and started at 12 to 1. He raced to the 
front early and rounding the home turn 
had a lead of at least six lengths. He won 
untroubled and is to be packed off to 
Melbourne to run in the Caulfield Cup on 
October 18. 

The Sydney 3-year-olds are nothing to 
rave about and the supremacy of the horses 
of this age will not be settled until the 
Victoria Derby is run at Flemington on 
November 1. 

Two-year-olds raced for the first time 
this season in Sydney on October 4 and a 
slashing type of colt in Riptide (by Mid- 
stream) had an easy win in the Breeders’ 
Plate, in which he started at 6 to 4 and 
gave nothing else a look-in. Riptide cost 
2,600 guineas as a yearling in Sydney and 
is trained by A. S. Croall, who won the 
A.J.C. and Victoria Derbys in 1945 with 
magnificent (son of Ajax, which is on his 
way to California). 

The rich Epsom Handicap, at a mile, 
was won in a magnificent finish by the 50- 
to-1 chance Titanic (son of defunct Titan, 
son of Hyperion) from Monogram (by 
Royal Step), with the hot favorite Colum- 
nist (by Genetout) in third place. Colum- 
nist had every chance. Titantic was last 
at the turn but flashed through on the 
rails to give the bookmakers a grand 
result. 

There was a great finish for the Stephen 
Stakes (weight for age, 12 furlongs), in 
which Russia (by Excitement) and Silver 
Link (by Breughel) ran a dead heat, a 
head in front of Proctor (by Actor), who 
started at 9 to 4 on. One backer laid 
£8,000 to £4,000 on Proctor, whose rider, 
Briscoe, admitted he had ridden with poor 
judgment and literally thrown the race 
away. 

Proctor is still a hot favorite for the 
Melbourne Cup (to be run November 4), 
but there is now a chance of Briscoe being 
replaced by Munro. 
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On October 6 the Metropolitan Handi- 
cap (13 furlongs) was won in a close 
finish by Murray Stream (by Midstream) 
which won the race two years ago. This 
year he was backed down from 40-1 to 25-1 
and lasted long enough to keep Sweet 
Chime (by Le Grand Duc, son of *Blen- 
heim 2nd) at bay. The Gimcrack Stakes 
for 2-year-old fillies was won by the 14-to- 
1 chance Midwise (by Midstream). 


SHANNON AT 1 TO 4. Shannon (by 
Midstream), sold recently for 26,000 
guineas, won the Main Stakes of a mile 
by inches from Victory Lad (by Breughel). 
Shannon started at 4 to 1 on and his rider, 
Munro, was fined £20 by the stewards for 
having taken things too easily on the 
champion nearing the finish line. 

Shannon has now won twice from three 
starts since W. J. Smith bought him for 
26,000 guineas and he is to be sent to 
Melbourne for the spring season. Shan- 
non ran the mile in the Main Stakes in 
1:36, but he was not extended at any 
stage.

The Associated Press reports that on 
October 8, after Shannon had been nosed 
out of the 1144-mile Craven Plate at Rand- 
wick by the 1946 Melbourne Cup winner 
Russia, W. J. Smith decided to send the 
colt to the United States to race.

Rain tumbled down all day at Flem- 
ington (Melbourne) on October 4 and I 
doubt whether I have ever worked under 
more miserable conditions on any race 
course. There was no let-up and it was a 
tribute to the Flemington track that it 
stood up as well as it did in such condi- 
tions. 

The Melbourne Stakes, a weight for age 
race of a mile, was won by a renowned 
mudlark, Sea Monarch (by Charles Fox 
from Aphrodite) but he stated at 50 to 1. 
It was by far the best form yet shown by 
Sea Monarch which took 1.46 to run the 
mile in an ocean of mud. 

Perm (by Hellespont) captured the 
Manifold Stakes for three year old fillies 
at 25 to 1 and Royal Scot (by Caithness) 
rounded off a dismal day by winning the 
last race at 15 to 1. 


COLONUS. The Melbourne Cup winner 
Colonus (by Portofino from Genoa) was 
sold at a high figure to Mrs. Muriel Van. 
derbilt Adams, who has a stud at San 
Jose in California. Colonus will be ship. 
ped to the States within the next fort. 
night, according to present arrangements, 

Colonus won all sorts of races from five 
furlongs to two miles, and when everyone 
in the country labeled him a non-stayer 
he led all the way on a sodden track to 
win the Melbourne Cup by the official 
margin of seven lengths. 

Colonus was raced in Melbourne by L, 
O. Menck and the sale was conducted by 
Thomas B. Cromwell of the Cromwell 
Bloodstock Agency in Lexington. 

You will like Colonus if ever you see 
him. He is a rich bay of ample size and 
scope and winner of more than £7,000 in 
stakes. 


CAULFIELD CUP HORSES. Best race 
of September 27 at the well attended 
Moonee Valley meeting was the Quality 
Handicap in which Don Pedro (by Gay 
Lothario), Valeurl (by Valiant Chief) and 
Royal Gem (by Dhoti) flashed over the 
line with only inches separating them. Don 
Pedro won by half a head—his first vic- 
tory in 18 months. 

Don Pedro, a huge fellow, has now 
firmed for the Caulfield Cup, to be run on 
October 18. Favorite for the race is Fresh 
Boy (by Revelation), and he is only 
14:21% in height. 

It was Royal Gem’s first race in Mel- 
bourne for ten months and the _ black 
looked a picture. He ran a great race 
and even though he has the steadier of 134 
pounds I am picking him to win his sec- 
ond Caulfield Cup in succession. 

Darby Munro, Australia’s No. 1 rider, 
rode Royal Gem for the first time on Sep- 
tember 27 and, when he jumped off, told 
the owner, George Badman, he would ride 
him in the Caulfield Cup. If the track 
is dry on October 18 Royal Gem will run 
a great race. 


CHANAK. Most of our best 3-year- 
olds appeared in the Moonee Valley Stakes 
of a mile, worth £2,000. Favorite was 
Chanak, son of the French-bred Helles- 
pont, son of Pharos. Never farther back 
than second and ridden perfectly by 
Breasley, he won as he liked from Star 
Port (by Portofino). 

Chanak has now won seven races and 
nearly £8,000 in stakes for his owner- 
breeder, Ken Niall, whose father, the late 
J. M. Niall, presented the famous Austra- 
lian jumper, Kinlark, to the Duke of 
Windsor when he came out here as the 
Prince of Wales about 27 years ago. 

Jack Holt, one of the leading trainers 
for thirty years, has Chanak and he is 
hopeful of the colt staying well enough to 
win the Victoria Derby at Flemington on 
November 1.

The Lincoln Fields 
Deal Goes Through 


By FRANK E. BUTZOW 


CHICAGO 
TROTTING AT FAIRMOUNT.  Busi- 


ness at the mutuel windows, a factor 
always emphasized in a report on modern 
racing, was slightly on the upturn as Haw- 
thorne closed Chicago’s major season of 
1947 last Saturday. Handle for the 35 
days was $32,914,026 (daily average $940,- 
400), or about 131% per cent below 1946. 
By comparison, Lincoln Fields was off 
17 per cent, Arlington Park 15 per cent, 
Washington Park 25 per cent. Until No- 
vember 8, horses remaining in this sector 
will try the turns at the Cicero half-miler, 
Sportsman’s Park. The final week will be 
for the Chicago Tribune Charities. 

Numerous changes, some recent, oc- 
curred in the Illinois racing picture during 
the current year. The tribes of Ben 
Brush, Fair Play, and Domino bade fare- 
well to Fairmount Park at Collinsville in 
southern Illinois and made way for those 
of Peter the Great, Axworthy, and no 
doubt a few descendants of Bingen and 
Dictator. There was precedent for this 
change in tenancy—and we don’t refer 
to early occupants of the area, the Shaw- 
nees, Pawnees, and Pottawatomies, who 
put out their fires, called the dogs, and 
moved across the Mississippi, yielding to 
the advance of so-called civilization and 
an allegedly superior race. In going over 
to the trotters, Fairmount followed Aurora, 
another Thoroughbred track, which became 
an arena for the harness sport in 1946 
after several years of idleness. 

Fairmount operated through its sched- 
uled season ending October 4, was then 
taken over by a group which includes Ray 
C. Bennigsen, for more than 20 years 
chief aide to the late sports promoter 
Charles W. Bidwill, whose many activi- 
ties included the operation of Hawthorne 
and Sportsman’s Park. Bidwill was princi- 
pal owner of Sportsman’s Park, now oper- 
ated by his former partner, William H. 
Johnston as president and general mana- 
ger and Bennigsen as secretary and repre- 
sentative of the Bidwill estate. 


For the Bidwill family and partly on 
his own account, Bennigsen holds a guid- 
ing hand on the Chicago Cardinals football 
team; the Chicago Blue Birds, a girls 
baseball team; several dog tracks in 
Florida; a big printing establishment, and 
other enterprises. He also succeeded Bid- 
will as general manager of Hawthorne for 
the Thomas Carey estate, owners of the 
track since the days of Ed Corrigan. Ben- 
nigsen’s activities make a good story by

themselves. It might be added paren- 
thetically that the Aurora trotting track 
is headed by a Thoroughbred breeder and 
owner, M. G. Farnsworth, manufacturing 
chemist and former vice president of the 
H.B.P.A. 

The Hawthorne meeting developed a 
team about which it may be safely pre- 
dicted much will be heard in time to come 
—Bennigsen and Robert Carey, who di- 
rects the -ffairs of the Carey estate. Carey, 
former Notre Dame athelete, is young 
enough to have a long-range outlook to- 
ward the future, old enough to have a 
fine sense of proportion and values. He 
is steady and stable enough to hold his 
equilibrium and keep on even keel, and 
is versatile enough for innovations and 
progressive measures for the welfare of 
racing. He showed, during the meeting 
just closed that he has the touch and 
feel for such things. 

During the waning days at Hawthorne, 
final consummation of the long-pending 
Lincoln Fields deal was disclosed with the 
filing of a $1,280,000 deed in the Will 
County recorder’s office at Joliet, trans- 
ferring the splendid, scenic plant on the 
Dixie Highway from the ownership of the 
American Turf Association to that of 
Edward J. Fleming and associates. Mr. 
Fleming, a wealthy coal distributor, has 
been an important stockholder and di- 
rector in the American Turf Association 
since its beginning and has been presi- 
dent of the Lincoln Fields Jockey Club 
(subsidiary of A.T.A.) since the death of 
Stuyvesant (Jack) Peabody early last year. 

The transaction was begun months ago, 
was understood to be virtually completed 
by the time the Lincoln Fields meeting 
opened (at Hawthorne for the fifth conse- 
cutive year) last May, but the meeting was 
conducted as in the past under the super- 
vision of Matt J. Winn, head of the A.T.A. 
Lincoln Fields was built in 1926 by Winn 
and associates including, besides Peabody 
and Fleming, other prominent Illinoisans. 
The track is located near Crete, in Will 
county, 35 miles south of the Loop. 


It was revealed that a mortgage of $1,- 
080,000 is held by the Chicago Title and 
Trust Company, to be paid off in ten 
annual installments. The sale of Lincoln 
Fields marks the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can Turf Association from Illinois after 
more than 20 years of operation in this 
State. The organization formerly owned 
Washington Park (purchasing it from the 
builders in 1927) and Fairmount Park. 

Arrangements for paying the mortgage 
in ten years by installments follows some- 
what those made when the A.T.A. sold 
Washington Park in 1935 to Ben F. Lind- 
heimer who, excepting a few minor stock- 
holders, owns the Homewood plant lock, 
stock, and barrel. 

Mr. Fleming is not exactly one to shout 
his plans and intentions from the house- 
tops to a more or less interested world. 
but it is understood that he has taken 


steps to rehabilitate Lincoln Fields as 
speedily as possible and is looking for. 
ward to holding the 1948 meeting on the 
home grounds. 


THOSE AWARDS. The Hlinois Racing 
Board is setting up machinery to admin. 
ister the awards (equal to ten per cent of 
winner’s share of each purse) to breeders 
of Illinois-bred winning horses as_pro- 
vided by an amendment to the racing law 
effective this year (since July 1). The 
recently formed Illinois Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association is establishing its 
own records, but Attorney General George 
i’. Barrett advised the racing board that 
the matter of handling the awards is now 
one of its added functions. Payment of 
the awards is a responsibility of the rac. 
ing associations. 

Illinois’ more than 950,000 veterans of 
World War II are now receiving bonuses 
from the special 4 per cent mutuel tax 
(plus one-half the breakage) imposed 
specifically for that purpose this year, with 
a similar levy due for the next 24 years, 

Mr. Lindheimer announced there would 
be no change in endowments for the six 
early-closing stakes on the Arlington- 
Washington Park program for 1948. These 
stakes, for which nominations close on 
November 15, 1947, are the $60,000 Ari. 
ington Classic, ““,000 American Derby, 
$35,000 Arlington Futurity, $35,000 Wash- 
ington Park Futurity, $25,000 Arlington 
Lassie and $25,00% Princess Pat Stakes, 
the latter two being for 2-year-old fillies, 


While the Thoroughbred tracks in the 
Chicago area have experienced the normal, 
almost universal decline in mutuel tur- 
over this year, the two trotting tracks, 
Maywood Park and Aurora Downs, have 
shown marked increases. The trotters, 
however, did not gain at the expense of 
the runners. In reviving an old popular 
sport under a new mutuel last year, the 
Standard-breds haJ to start from scratch, 
under unfavorable weather conditions. 

Things were more favorable this year, 
including a greater expansion of interest 
among a younger element in the age-old 
harness sport of their elders, albeit a 
sport considerably jazzed up for presenta- 
tion at night under lights and _ under 
changed conditions, rules, and to a great 
extent, distances.

Molter’s Law: Know Your Horses 


And Study the Condition Book 


Los ANGELES 

In our West Coast racing, the line “rid- 
den by Longden, trained by Molter,” has 
become almost a trademark. It has been 
tried and tested by everyone except pos- 
sibly Good Housekeeping. It is a com- 
bination that is hard to beat. 

Jockey Johnny Longden is now engaged 
with Steve Brooks in the most hectic duel 
in years for the national riding champion- 
ship. At the same time, young Willie 
Molter is having himself another large 
season, and almost certainly will wind up 
as the leading trainer of the country again, 
an honor that he won for the first time 
last year. 

As these lines were written, Willie was 
the leading trainer at Golden Gate Fields, 
just as he was at Santa Anita Park, Holly- 
wood Park, Del Mar, and Tanforan. 
Through October 8 he had saddled the win- 
ners of 121 races, or one less than won 
the championship for him last semester, 
and it all couldn’t happen to a nicer little 


guy. 

Willie (The Kid) Molter, of Fredericks- 
burg, Texas, has not changed much in 
the ten years it has taken him to become 
the leading man in his profession. He is 
modest, quiet, friendly. This reporter has 
never heard him complain about a race, 
a rival, or a race track. At 36 he still has 
that apple-cheek complexion, and _ the 
only way you would know he is any older 
is because the young lady who is with 
him keeps growing and growing. Her 
name is Norma Jean. She is now 13 and 
is taller than her dad. 

Norma Jean and Willie are pretty close 
friends, closer than most fathers and 
daughters, possibly, because her dad and 
mother are divorced. Last spring when 
Willie tried for the Kentucky Derby with 
Earl O. Stice and Sons’ On Trust, Norma 
Jean went along to Louisville to cheer the 
chestnut colt home. On the few occasions 
when Willie steps out socially, as to the 
Jockeys Guild dinner-dane, he “dates” 
with his: daughter. 

For young trainers Molter has no new 
formula to offer, leading to the suspicion 
that there are only two ways to win races. 
“One of them,” Molter says, “is to know 
your horse. The other is to know the 
condition book.” 


UP FROM TEXAS. Willie began his 
Turf career riding around the bush tracks 
of Texas, then graduated to Agua Cali- 
ente, down Mexico way, where he was 
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contract rider for the late Jack P. Atkin. 
As a jockey, Molter was a good, steady 
rider, but considered less than a sensa- 
tion. In 1937 he retired to train a divi- 
sion of the stable for Atkin. 

Two years later, during the Santa Anita 
meeting, Atkin died, and Molter formed a 
partnership with Frank Rust, of Los An- 
geles. They bought a good deal of Atkin’s 
stock, and campaigned under the name of 
the Edgemont Stable. From the start 
Molter was a better trainer than he had 
been a rider. 


Since then he has trained a_ public 
stable that usually consists of about 40 
head. Among his patrons are Mrs. John 
Payson Adams, William G. Gilmore, Mrs. 
James Rolph 3rd (Alpine Ranch), Mrs. 
Nat Goldstone (daughter of caterer Harry 


Curland), Mrs. Harry Curland, Clarence 


Burnett (proprietor of a night club in 
San Mateo), Bull Canyon Meadows (Ad. 
rian), O. L. King, Golden Gate Acres (Mr, 
and Mrs. George Allen), Arcadia Stable 
(Dr. R. Freebairn), Betty Grable, and the 
Stices. 

Molter is the most popular trainer on 
the race track with the racing secretaries, 
because he has horses to fit almost any 
type of race, and runs them almost con. 
stantly. Once a horse is ready, Molter 
does not believe in keeping him in the 
barn. 


ON TRUST, THE BIG HORSE. At the 
moment, Willie has On Trust in training 
again at Golden Gate Fields, and hopes to 
have the big chestnut colt ready for the 
Derby on October 25, closing day of the 
meeting. The race of the season for On 
Trust will come this winter at Santa Anita 
in the $100,000 Maturity. If he continues 
to improve as the *Alibhais have a way 
of doing, On Trust may well be the horse 
to beat in the first running of that rich 
classic. 

In Molter’s own private figuring, On 
Trust is the best 3-year-old he has ever 
trained. He rates Mrs. Adams’ Burning 
Dream, second to Cover Up last summer 


at Hollywood Park in both the Gold Cup

She won the Goodwood Cup (25% 
miles), Jockey Club Stakes (134 miles), 
Great Yorkshire Stakes (114 miles), and 
Royal Plate (under 131 pounds).

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The fact that Waterboy recovered suf- 
ficiently to stand training in 1903, when 
he was four years old, was in itself triumph 
of veterinary science. But he became the 
best horse of the year. 

A raking brown son of *Watercress out 
of Zealandia, by *Sir Modred, Waterboy 
stood a trifle over 17 hands high, but with 
plenty of scope. He carried the orange 
and blue silks of his breeder, J. B. Haggin, 
during his racing career—he was bred at 
the Rancho del Paso Stud, near Sacra- 
mento, Calif. 

He was trained as a 3-year-old in 1902, 
by young Charlie Littlefield and won his 
first two starts that year. The first was a 
condition affair at 514 furlongs on the 
opening day at Morris Park, in which he 
defeated Sydney Paget’s Swiftmas, Ar- 
thur Featherstone’s Igniter, and five others, 
among them Hamburg’s brother Frank- 
fort. He also was first past the post in 
the Larchmont Stakes over the Withers 
mile. He was the starting favorite at 
2-1, but was disqualified and the race 
awarded to a horse called McDowell, 
owned by Barrick and O’Connor, ridden 
by George M. Odom. 

Waterboy then started a 7-5 favorite for 
the Baychester Handicap at a mile, but 
was beaten into third place behind Au- 
gust Belmont’s Namtor and Clarence H. 
Mackay’s Grand Opera. 

A short time after this race, run May 
13. 1902, Waterboy collided with another 
horse during a workout and received a 
broken pelvis. It was thought he would 
have to be destroyed, but the late Dr. 
Robert McCully insisted the colt not only 
would recover from the injury, but also

would race again if his advice were 
followed. Mr. Haggin gave McCully a free 
hand, and he ordered the horse suspended 
in a sling. This was done and Waterboy 
hung suspended, like Mahomet’s coffin 
between heaven and earth, for about seven 
months. 


SnaKE-Poor. Charlie Littlefield died at 
the end of 1902 and the Haggin horses 
were turned over to Andrew Jackson Joy- 
ner to train. When Waterboy’s feet touched 
ground, he was, in the words of Mr. 
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The Story of Waterboy 


He recovered from a broken pel- 
vis to win the Suburban Renewal, 
the Saratoga Handicap, and _ the 
Century Stakes. J. B. Haggin 
owned him, Andrew Jackson Joy- 
ner trained him. 


Joyner, “as poor as a snake.” This, 
however, did not stop him from entering 
Waterboy, then four, in two of the three 
big spring handicaps, the Brooklyn, the 
Suburban, and the Brighton, entries for 
which closed about the middle of January 
and weights for which were allotted by 
Walter S. Vosburgh on February 15. 


The Brooklyn was scheduled for May, 
and Mr. Joyner did not expect to have 
Waterboy ready for this race. He was 
decidedly sanguine, however, that he 
would be ready for the Suburban, for which 
he had been allotted 112 pounds. There 
was considerable future bookmaking on 
these races, and Joyner backed Waterboy 
in the Suburban for $100, all three ways. 


The odds posted against the colt were 
100, 40, and 20. 

Waterboy was ready when the Suburban 
rolled around, but the track was a sea 
of mud and Waterboy and numerous others 
were scratched. The race resulted in a 
victory for Africander, 3, with 110 pounds, 
Walter Rollins’ Herbert, a noted mud- 
lark, was second. This was the first time 
the Suburban had ever been won by a 
3-year-old. 


Two Susursans. William C. Whitney 
contributed a purse of $10,000 for a 
renewal of the Suburban, limited to those 
originally entered, same weights and con- 
ditions to govern. Waterboy had started 
twice at four prior to the running of the 
Suburban Renewal. In his debut at Grave. 
send, on June 3, 1903, he was beaten two 
lengths by the Gouchacres Stable’s Dublin, 
Herbert was third; His Eminence, Her. 
mis, and two others completed the field, 
Then he won a purse at Sheepshead Bay 
by six lengths. 

In the Suburban Renewal, William C. 
Whitney’s Goldsmith, 4, 116 pounds, was 
favorite at 2-1; the Westbury Stable’s 
(Harry P. Whitney and Herman B. Dur- 
yea) Irish Lad, 3, 115 pounds, was sec- 
ond choice at 7-2. John W. Rogers trained 
them both, but in those days horses run- 
ning in different interests, though trained

by the same man, were not coupled in the 
petting. Waterboy, 112, with George 
Odom up, was 4 to 1. Blues, 5, 123; 
Major Daingerfield, 123; Bonnibert, 115; 
and Glenwater, 108. completed the field. 
Waterboy never looked like losing. At 
the finish he was a length in front of 
Irish Lad, which was six lengths in front 
of Goldsmith. The time was 2:0435. The 
race was so popular it was renewed an- 
nually under the name of the Cosmopolitan 
Handicap. 

Moving over to Brighton Beach, Water- 
boy, under 124 pounds, Odom up, won the 
Brighton Handicap in 2:0315, new record 
time for 114 miles round a turn. He was 
a 2-1 favorite and easily beat J. G. Follans- 
bee’s Roehampton, Perry Belmont’s River 
Pirate, Francesco, and Herbert. 

The Brighton Handicap was followed by 
one of Waterboy’s two “big” races. This 
was the Saratoga Handicap at 114 miles 
at Saratoga on the opening day of the 
meeting. He carried top weight of 127 
pounds, was ridden by Odom, and started 
favorite at 5 to 2. At the finish Waterboy 
was under restraint and won by a length 
from Thomas and Shields’ Hunter Raine, 
in receipt of 20 pounds. Caughnawga, 
Heno, Gunfire, Goldsmith, Hermis, In- 
junction, Africander, Disadvantage, and 
South Trimble also were in the field. It 
was a very high-class field. Hermis and 
Waterboy see-sawed in the lead for the 
first half-mile. then Odom let out a wrap, 


Hermis rapidly receded, and Waterboy 
won in effortless fashion. 

Waterboy was beaten in his next start, 
the Saratoga Cup, Africander won, Heno 
was second, and Waterboy was beaten off 
in a three-horse field. Joyner always pro- 
fessed to be mystified with the result. The 
horse may have been short—between the 
Saratoga Handicap and the Saratoga Cup, 
19 days elapsed.

THe One Best. Next came Waterboy’s 
greatest triumph, in the 114-mile Century 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, weight for age. 
Hermis, running in the name of E. R. 
Thomas, had come along very fast since 
he was defeated in the Saratoga Handi- 
cap. Thomas, always a braggart, endea- 


vored to convince the race-going public 
through his organ, the Morning Telegraph, 
that Hermis was invincible and a certainty 
to win the Century Stakes. He had en- 
gaged George Odom to ride his horse, so 
Mr. Joyner had to entrust Waterboy to 
Frank O'Neill. 

Thomas backed Hermis heavily, but the 
public pinned its faith to Waterboy. Joy- 
ner told O’Neill: “Frank, move to Hermis 
(a noted front-runner) at the half-mile 
pole, take him a quarter as fast as you 
can, and then drop him and come home.” 

O’Neill followed these orders to the 
letter, catching Hermis at the half-mile 
pole. At the three-quarter pole, Hermis 
folded up like an accordion and drifted 
to the rear, finishing in the ruck. Waterboy 
won by open daylight; the 3-year-old 
The Picket, winner of the American Derby, 
came on to take second honors, with Heno 
third. The time was 2:3134. 

Waterboy’s career at five was an anti- 
climax—he never recovered the form he 
displayed at four. It is true he was a 
winner, but as starting favorite in the 
Brighton Handicap he finished in the ruck, 
Broomstick winning in new American rec- 
erd time. 

Waterboy entered the stud the follow- 
ing year, at Elmendorf Stud, near Lex- 
ington, and by and large did not do badly. 
The blight on racing was beginning to 
take effect when he entered the stud in

Referring to the story of Gold Heels 
in Tue BLoop-Horse of September 6, page 
668, I made an error in the first sentence 
when I stated The Bard was a son of 
Enquirer—it should have been Longfellow, 
as properly shown in the pedigree of Gold 
Heels on page 669. 

A point at issue is the color of Lee 
Jackson, to whom I alluded as a Negro.

NICOTINELESS TOBACCO

Are Geldings More Susceptible? 
Probably Not, But Its Worth a Look 


In the list of victims of swamp fever 
furnished by Robert W. Collins and pub- 
lished in THe Bioop-Horse of October 4, 
page 13, there were only eight entire 
males, as against 18 fillies and mares and 
34 geldings. 

If the disease had found its victims in 
even proportion throughout the three cate- 
gories the 60 cases reported would have 
included 13 entire males, 26 geldings, and 
21 females. 

That is, the incidence of the disease 
among entire males was about 60 per 
cent of expectation; among fillies and 
mares, not greatly different from the gen- 
eral proportion of females; and among 
geldings about 130 per cent of expecta- 
tion. 

If this proportion holds true over larger 
numbers, it will suggest that geldings are 
twice as susceptible to the disease as 
males which have not been castrated. 

The statistics leading up to the forego- 
ing comments are not large enough to 
suggest, even tentatively, that differences 
in susceptibility exist. Nor is there any 
well known analogy in virus diseases 
which would suggest such differences. But, 
for whatever horsemen, veterinarians, and 
research workers care to make of it, the 
list of the affected horses is given below. 


The ratios given above are based upon 
three samples. 

(1) A tally of the horses which were 
entered for the Rockingham Park races 
of August 11, 21, 22, and 23, dates picked 
at random near the beginning of the 
swamp fever outbreak. In the four days 
used in the sample there were 78 entire 
males (21%), 162 geldings (43%), 135 
females (36%). 

(2) A tally of the stables in which 
at least once one case of the disease 
occurred at Rockingham Park. These 
figures were obtained second-hand, from 
one of the agencies working in the control 
of the epizootic. They were made up when 
the agency had on hand reports of 55 
cases. They showed that the affected 
stables included a total of 244 horses, of 
which 55 became ill. There were 56 entire 
males (23%), 105 geldings (43%), 83 
females (a little less than 35%). 

The similarity between the two samples 
indicates that the distribution as to sex in 
the stables affected was about the same 
as in the general population. 

(3) The list of horses with swamp fever, 
as named by R. W. Collins in the article 
published in the issue of October 4. There 
were 60 horses altogether, of which 8 were 
entire males (13%), 34 geldings (57%), 
18 females (30%). 


The following tabulation shows the 
ratios in the three groups, based upon 
100 entire males in each: 


Entire 
Sample Males Geldings Females 
Affected stables 100 188 148 
Entries 100 208 173 
Sick horses 100 425 225 


Roughly, there were about twice as 
many geldings as entire horses in the 
equine population at Rockingham Park. 
There were more than four times as many 
geldings as entire horses in the group 
which came down with swamp fever. 


A further breakdown and comparison 
might be made according to ages in the 
different groups, but it does not seem 
profitable to consider so many sub-groups 
while the size of the statistical samples is 
so small. 


There is, in fact, no occasion to suppose 
that the figures given are anything more 
than a very faint lead. (The male hor- 
mone has come in for much attention in 
the medical literature of recent years, but 
no one has indicated that it provides extra 
resistance to a virus disease.) Research 
workers can judge for themselves whether 
the lead is worth following. 


In the previous list of victims, published 
October 4, only the names were given, 
and a few of these incorrectly. In the 
following list sex, age, and breeding have 
been added, and the horses have been 
arranged in groups by sex, and ranked in 
each group according to age.

But among the numerous 
titans of the French Turf he was obscured 
by others of greater fame. Then at Deau- 
ville, during the summer interlude in rac- 
ing at Paris, he beat Elseneur in the 
Grand Prix de Deauville. He was receiv- 
ing about five pounds from Elseneur, 
which had defeated him earlier when El- 
seneur had about seven pounds more than 
Le Paillon. 

On October 5 brief cables from Paris 
reported that Le Paillon, ridden by Frankie 
Rochetti, had scored a two-length victory 
in the 114-mile Prix de Are de Triomphe, 
the Continent’s No. 1 international race. 

The Associated Press reported that Le 
Paillon “walked right away from the 
favorites, Marcel Boussac’s Goyama and 
Andre Lombard’s Madelon, who finished 
second and third.”

Arbar Picks a Plum 


When the final acceptances were pub- 
lished for the second running of England’s 
new two-mile international race the King 
George VI Stakes, there were 18 horses 
left eligible. But only four starters went 
to the post for the big 3-year-old test at 
Ascot October 11. The race had been 
virtually defaulted to the French entry of 
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Arbar and Cadir, owned by Marcel Bous- 
sac. 

Arbar.,which had sustained his first de- 
feat when Sayajirao stood off his challenge 
in the St. Leger, went to the post at odds 
of 2 to 7 and won by three lengths from 
D. Miln’s Mombasa, a filly by Taj Ud Din. 
Cadir (by Tourbillon), after making the 
pace for Arbar, finished third, a length 
farther back. 

The victory was worth £7,86214 (about 
$31.686) to the winner. Second receiv- 
ing £925, third £46214. The first running 
of the race, in 1946, fell to the French 
colt Souverain.

Like his unbeaten three-parts brother 
Caracalla, Arbar is a big colt which took 
his time in developing. He did not race at 
two. won his first three races in France 
this year, went to England to lose the St. 
Leger at Doncaster by inches. 

Arbar is the fifth foal and third out- 
standing performer produced by Astron- 
omie, a high-class race mare for Mr. Bous- 
sac. Marsyas, by Trimdon, was an out- 
standing stayer in France and England. 
Caracalla, by Tourbillon, was unbeaten, 
his victories included the Ascot Gold Cup. 
Arbar is by Tourbillon’s most noted son. 

Because of the several American crosses 
in the pedigree of Tourbillon, Arbar is 
not eligible for the English stud book. 


MOOERS SADDLE STOCK SOLD 


In preparation for switching his horse- 
breeding operations entirely into the Thor- 
oughbred field. Clifford Mooers has sold 
the large stud of American Saddlebred 
horses he owned. The sale was held Oc- 
tober 14 at his Walnut Springs Farm near 
Lexington, with George Swinebroad as 
auctioneer. Eighty-seven head sold for an 
average of $2,444, the top price being 
$26.000. 

Walnut Springs Farm was first de- 
veloped as a Thoroughbred stud by Robert 
Sterling Clark, who, as soon as it was 
completed, abandoned his plans to use it. 
It was sold first to Jay D. Weil, of Lex- 
ington, who passed it on to Mr. Mooers. 
Waller Jones, of Lexington, has taken 
over its management and will occupy the 
residence on the farm.

Winter's Coming, 


What to Do? 


At Rockingham Park some nine hundred 
horses are temporarily classified as un- 
touchables, owing to restrictive ruling in 
other states. The Rockingham meeting is 
making all the hay it can while the sun 
shines (there were 14 races last Saturday), 
and it will last through November 20. But 
the owners know that unless some relaxa- 
tion of rules is brought about, there will 
be no stalls left for them at the winter 
courses—and Rockingham is no place to 
spend the winter. 

Last week Rockingham’s horsemen dele- 
gated Robert W. Collins to fly to Miami 
and see what could be done. Florida’s 
Livestock Sanitary Board had _ barred 
horses which have raced at Suffolk Downs. 
Pascoag, Lincoln Downs, or Narragansett 
Park, unless found free of swamp fever 
through a blood inoculation test with a 
minimum of 21 days between inoculation 
and approval. But it had barred Rock- 
ingham’s horses, whether tested or not. 

The entire horse population at Rocking- 
ham has been given inoculation tests. The 
first inoculations were made October 2, the 
last on October 9. With a 30-day allow- 
ance for incubation, Rockingham’s horses 
would have clean bills of health early in 
November, and would be less subject to 
suspicion than horses in any other section, 
Collins argued, addressing the racing com- 
mission and veterinarians at a meeting on 
the morning of October 11. 

The racing commission was sympathetic. 
Veterinarians nodded, saw the point. 
James Donn, speaking for Gulfstream 
Park, said he had set aside 200 stalls for 
New England horses. Hialeah said noth- 
ing. Tropical Park would have an answer 
shortly. But until the Livestock Sanitary 
Board changed its rule, the Rockingham 
horsemen were out. 


SMITH FOR SMITH

sociated with the late Col. E. R. Bradley 
as a jockey and later as a trainer, has 
taken over the Maine Chance Farm horses 
owned by Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham.

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Canada Yearlings 
Down by 12% 


ToRONTO 

Canada’s annual yearling sales are over, 
and they proved, as they have proved in 
the United States, that the price ceiling 
is down. But the Canadian drop was not 
by any means as large as many expected 
it to be. And certainly it was far from 
the drop that took place in sales over the 
border during 1947. 

This sale, the fourth held under the 
auspices of the Canadian Thoroughbred 
Horse Society, and staged in the paddock 
at Woodbine Park, was the best yet, if 
scored by the enthusiasm shown. The pad- 
dock was jampacked and all points of 
vantage outside. So much so, in fact, 
that those in charge are already trying to 
make arrangements for the 1947 venue to 
be moved to the huge Coliseum located in 
Exhibition Park in Toronto. 

The sales of last Friday found 43 year- 
lings put on display and for sale. Last 
year only 34 went on sale. Those 34 of 
last year brought $89.100, average $2,620, 
the highest ever recorded in Canada. This 
year the 43 sold brought a total of $98,- 


900, average $2,300. The decline in the 
average was $320, or 12 per cent. 

The sale, however, produced the highest 
price ever paid for a Canadian yearling 
at a public offering when $6,700 was paid 
by C. G. McCullagh, publisher of the 
Globe and Mail, Toronto morning paper, 
for a good-looking bay colt by *Swift and 
Sure out of the *Blue Pete mare Bally- 
colla, dam of several good winners. This 
one was among those offered by James 
Heffering from his Riverdale Farm at 
Pickering, Ontario. The price was $700 
more than the previous high mark paid 
in 1946 by the Kinrara Stable, of Toronto, 
for Chance Toss, a colt bred by George 
and William Hendrie, of Hamilton. 

Much interest was shown in the River- 
dale offerings because it was the first 
time *Swift and Sure produce of Canadian 
breeding had been offered. Some of them 
were bought in by Mr. Heffering because 
the bidding was not high enough to suit 
him. Total for the Riverdale offering was 
$22.300, average $3.716. 

Second high of the night was the gelded 
son of *Filisteo—Mandataria, consigned 
by Carr Hatch and purchased by R. S. 
McLaughlin of the Parkwood Stables for 
$5,500. Mr. McLaughlin also bought a 
Bunty Lawless—Sovia colt for $4,600 from 
John Burns, and a *North Wales 2nd— 
Poona filly from William and George D. 
Hendrie for $4,300. 


The next morning, Saturday, October 4, 
seven broodmares, two weanlings (one in- 
cluded with dam), and three 2-year-olds 
were disposed of for a total of $9,225, 
average, $838. For the two sessions the 
totals were 54 head, aggregate $108,125, 
average $2,002.

Deauville, Vichy

Paris (September 1, delayed) 

Flat racing is usually stopped around 
Paris from the beginning of August to 
the middle of September. During this 
period the principal meetings are at Vichy, 
Deauville, and Chantilly. 

The principal interest of the Vichy 
meeting is the contest between horses 
trained in Paris, Lyon, and Marseille. An 
indication may be given of the value of 
provincial horses, which have but few 
occasions to be measured against those of 
the best Parisian stables. Unfortunately, 
few of our more important owners sent 
their best horses to Vichy this year, and the 
one who sent the most, M. Leon Volterra, 
did not succeed as he had hoped. In fact, 
his 2-year-old Estellor (Vatellor — East 
Anglia) could only finish third in the 
Prix des Reves d’Or (1,000 meters, 250,000 
frances), the leading race for youngsters, 
and his 3-year-old Roi de Navarre (Vatel- 
lor—Joan of Navarre) had to be content 
with second money in the Grand Prix de 
Vichy (2,600 meters, 500,000 francs.) 

These races are the chief events of the 
meeting. The Prix des Reves d’Or was 
won by M. Bedel’s Shibenik (Troon— 
Ribnic). M. Bedel is the biggest owner 
of the Lyon courses. 


For the Grand Prix, Marcel Boussac 
had sent Coaraze, the only horse of his 
stable to compete at Vichy. The well 
known 5-year-old son of Tourbillon and 
famous Corrida, despite his top weight, 
had an easy victory, beating Roi de Nav- 
arre by 2% lengths. Other competitors 
were ten lengths away. M. Boussac had 
already won that race four times, with 
Grillemont, Alguazil, Thaouka, and Dadji. 
When Thaouka won, her owner was also 
second and third with Erain and Bara, an 
achievement which Edmond Blanc realized 
once in the Grand Prix de Paris with Quo 
Vadis, Caius, and Vinicius. 


The meeting of Deauville is much more 
interesting than Vichy’s. There are, parti- 
cularly, races which tend toward ranking 
the best 2-year-olds. The chief event is the 
Prix Morny (1,200 meters, 800,000 fr.), 
which was contested on August 17, and 
was won by the English invader, Mr. J. 
T. Coleman’s Delirium (Panorama— 
Passed Out), by 34 length from M. Bous- 
sac’s Damnos, a head in front of Henri 
Coulon’s Lutteuse, with Brillante fourth. 

Britain had a measure of revenge for 
our great successes upon her soil, as two 
other English-bred 2-year-olds scored at 
the meeting, Stand Pat (Winterhalter—

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Averil) and Panair (Panorama—Song of 
the Marches). I am not very concerned 
about those foreign successes as I think 
their authors will not stay at three, but L 
regret not having seen the Prix Morny in 
order to have an idea about Damnos’ race; 
some say he refused to try, others that he 
was beaten on his merit. I know he has 
great possibilities and I think he will im- 
prove at three. He is by Djebel out of 
Orlamonde, an Asterus mare, own sister 
to Jock. 

I have mentioned the name of Brilliante. 
This is a very good filly, indeed, by Fast- 
net out of Pierre du Collier, belonging to 
Prince Toussoun. She scored twice at the 
meeting, in the Prix de Lisieux and the 
Poule des Foals (1,000 meters, 250,000 
fr.), a big event. Prince Touscsoun’s 
Sitacles (Djebel—Sistova) and Tuthmess 
(Fair Trial—Pageantry) gained other suc- 
cesses. 

Though beaten by Brillante, I think that 
Baron R. de Nexon’s Drakkar (Balthazar 
—Rose Drake) must become a fine miler; 
he scored twice at Deauville. I should also 
mention the names of Mr. R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Carrere (Le Pacha—Lady Penn, 
by *Easton—*Celerina) and the German- 
bred Berthe (Biribi—Zinaleet), two excel- 
lent fillies; M. Jean Couturie’s Doria, a 
daughter of the young sire Dogat; Folie, 
another filly, belonging to M. Le Baron, 
the former owner of Pirette, which, by the 


way, scored three times in England last 
month. 

M. Boussac, unlucky with Damnos, suc- 
ceeded with Djeddah, half brother to 
Priam, Hypanis (Jock—Tharida), and Ista 
(Goya—Dadjiane). His Naliad (Jock— 
Tourzima) was shamefully beaten at Os- 
tend, and Heraclius failed by a head at 
York. Djebel’s crop is rather unlucky 
this year, but I am expecting big achieve- 
ments from Lerins in England. (Lerins, 
by Djebel out of Perfume, the dam of 
Sayani, has won the last four of his five 
starts in England.—Ed.) 

Arbar had his third race and third vic- 
tory at Deauville in the Prix de Victot, 
winning by three lengths. The second 
was M. T. J. Champion’s 5-year-old Flossie, 
which five days later won the Grand Handi- 
cap de la Manche (3,200 meters, 500,000 
fr.). Unless he is excited, I expect Ar- 
bar to be the best in the Saint Leger of 
Doncaster. (He just missed.—Ed.) 

Another of M. Boussac’s best 3-year- 
olds, Djelal, was the winner of the Prix 
Jacques Le Marois (1,600 meters, 500,000 
fr.). The famous filly Imprudence was 
beaten a head. (Djelal always scores by 
a neck or a head, as his jockey seems to 
know exactly where he must start!) Third 
was Marquis de _ Triquerville’s Oleiri, 
which later won the Grand Handicap de 
Deauville (1,600 meters, 500,000 fr.) ; 
fourth was Mr. R. B. Strassburger’s Clar-

ion, which scored twice in the meeting and 
which apparently must be limited to short 
distances. 

There are at Deauville several races for 
fillies of three years and upward. None 
of the principal competitors could hold 
the leadership, each one winning and 
being beaten in turn. M. E. Masurel’s 3. 
year-old Procureuse (Prix d’Astarte) M. 
G. Courtois’ 4-year-old Platiname (Prix de 
Pomone), M. Boussac’s 3-year-old Wind- 
orah (Prix Maurice de Gheest) and Djama 
(Prix de Meautry). Platiname finished 
third in the Grand Prix de Deauville (2, 
600 meters, 1,000,000 fr.), won by Mme. 
Aurousseau’s famous hurdler Le Paillon
